and more of its power.” 
“When the Constitution was drawn its composers did not 
realize the future extent of interstate commerce. 
The Federal 
government’s power over commerce has been derived mainly 
through the Constitution, intervention in state power affairs has 
often turned out to be detrimental to the state,” Mr. Youngquist 
added. 
We believe, as does Mr. Youngquist, that a state should be 
vigilant and protect its powers, rights and privileges. 
Before any 
appeal is ever made tor federal aid, it should first exhaust every 
other remedy. States’ rights, once taken over by Federal author­ 
ity, establish a precedent and are hard to regain.

Pedestrians as well as cars should observe the “stop 
and go” and work harmoniously. 
Brainerd is notorious for the number of pedestrians who cut 
diagonally across an intersection, who pop out in the middle of a 
block and calmly walk across the street while the car owner, 
hemmed in by traffic, is forced to slow down or stop. 
This kind 
of “jay walking” is not tolerated in large cities, and a “jay walk­ 
er’ injured when breaking ordinary traffic rules, has little or no 
chance of recovery against a car which accidentally hits him. 
Pedestrians and motorists should work together and both ob­ 
serve ordinary, common sense traffic rules.
